2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the cross section 
symmetric about two perpendicular axes as claimed in claims 1 and 20 and the various 
widths and depth orientations claimed In the claims must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the Immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
amendment to the specification received 8/6/08 has the wrong line numbers for the 
entries. It appears applicant's attorney is working from a different version than was 
filed.. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-10, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
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was filed, liad possession of tlie claimed invention. Contrary to applicants remakrs 
there isn't any support in the original disclosure for the cross section being symmetrical 
about two perpendicular axes as is now claimed in claims 1 and 20. Moreover since the 
axes are not identified the examiner is unable to determine whether or not this is new 
matter. 

7. Claims 1 insofar as it is supported and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Prevot et al '550, of record. 

Prevot et al teach a hot fillable container in which the body may include various 
shapes including rectangular as claimed. The upper body is considered to be 
defined by the portion 22a down to the top of 30 and includes a center of gravity 
Cg. The lower body is considered to be that portion from 30 to the bottom at 14 
and includes at least one vacuum panel at 26. Member 24 is the non deformable 
grip with the rib being defined by 24b. 

8. Claims 2-6, 11-14 and 20, insofar as it is understood, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the reference as applied to claims 1 and 1 1 
above, and further in view of Bourque et al WO '146, of record. 

The particular dimensional relations claimed are considered to be obvious in view 
of those suggested by Bourque et al for a rectangular hot fill bottle with a grip at 
the center of gravity and at least on vacuum panel in the lower portion. To have 
formed the rib continuously around the body would also have been obvious in 
view of Bourque et al.. 
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9. Claims 7-1 0 and 1 5-1 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 1 and 1 1 above, and further in 
view of Kelley '046, of record. 

10. As mentioned in the paragraph above the dimensional relationships are 
considered to be suggested by Kelley and would therefore have been obvious. 

1 1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 1 1 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

1 2. Applicant's arguments, see page 9 of the amendment, filed 8/6/08, with respect 
to the objection to the abstract have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
objection of the abstract has been withdrawn.
